Speaker Gave History Of 
Company Successfully Con- 
^ trolled By Workmen 



"An industry that is managed and 
.«ontroled by the labourers themselves 
is certain to become more powerful 
_*nd prosperous than one which is run 
on autocratic principles. - - was the 
statement of Mr. William P. Hap- 
good, in his address yesterday after- 
noon at the Young Men's Forum at 
the. Central Y..M.C.A. Mr. Hapgood is 
a graduate of Harvard University, 
and has been for some years Presid- 
ent of the Columbia Preserve Com- 
pany at Indianapolis. Most of his ex- 
perience has been in the United 
States . but from what knowledge he 
has gained by reading he thinks that 
Canadians arc in a better position to 
understand co-operative industries 
than the people in the United States. 

Mr. Hapgood has been in the can- 
ning business since 1!'03 when the 
Columbia Preserve Company was es- 
tablished. It was not until 1917 that 
the business had gained enough foot- 
hold to test any of his soc'al theories 
that be had in mind for many years. 
3Io saw that there were three fields 
In industry that could be cultivated 
namely: the economic, the educational 
and the social. Only one of these, the 
economic was being stressed and 
oniy to the benefit of the capitalist. 
He decided to begin a. new system 
that would Lie : benefit to the worker 
os well as to the capitalist. In that 
year he gave all the workers the 
privilege of voting for sc\en of their 
number to take their places w ith three 
managers or technicians to discuss 
all problems that had to do with the 
business. In this way the labourer 
had an opportunity to get a gra^p of 
bow a business is run and to contri- 
bute something of value to the busi- 
ness with which ho is working. A few 
years late.- this plan was enlarged so 
that every workman would have a 
voice in the management of the firm. 
3Ie could attend every meeting of the 
■company, and could bring up or 
discuss any motion he pleased. 

The managers dared to do this 
because they knew that the average 
man or boy .would be cautious about 
pressing his point if he knew that 
others knew more than lie about the 
eubject. 

With this system the labourers had 
1ho power to choose their own lead- 
ers and foremen. They often made a 
mistake in their choice. 
But they did not take very long , to 
discover it and to get a remedy. in 
3320 he was elected superintendent, 
•but resigned. Two men were nomin- 
ated for tiie position one of them 
very popular. The latter was elected, 
but within a year they found that he 
was not the right man for the job. 
find soon found a belter man for the 
.position. 

The management wus faced with 
•nany problems of finance with which 
ordinary businesses did not have to 
rombat. it was difficult to obtain 
technicians who would work under

LIBRARY SUFFERS 

Stem Measures Will 
Be Taken To Quell 
Epidemic 

It lias been learned from authori- 
ties at the different University lib- 
raries that tin epidemic of romovlng 
pages from encyclopedia's, books and 
Periodicals had broken out within the 
last few months. This sort of thing 
according to Uioso in charge of the 
libraries, goes on to a ncgllgiblo ex- 
lent «11 the time, but recently the 
damage has been increasing, and the 
thieves arc carrying their activities 
further and further, into the more 
valuable books and encyclopedias, 
whereas the periodicals have in the 
past been their chief field of action. 

The Rcdpath Library has apparent- 
ly suffered the most. An article six 
pages long has been entirely removed 
from the Encyclopedia Britannica, as 
well as a number of smaller articles. 
Seventeen consecutive pages have 
been torn out of the Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia, and within the past few days 
several Important pages from one of 
the sociology books on tho reference 
shelf have been removed. 

The periodical room have gone to 
such a point that It has been found 
necessary to remove several periodi- 
cals from" the tables, and have them 
asked for at the desk when anyone 
wishes to read them. The periodicals 
which have been mutila led tiie most 
arc: Apollo, Graphic, The Illustrated 
London News, Wcstermn tin's M omit- 
schestc, Colour. Revue do I/Art, Gol- 
den Hook. Canadian Forum, as well 
as the Christmas numbers of many 
others. 

In the .Medical Library, the same 
thing has Ifcon going on. According to 
the librarian, medical dictionaries and 
encyclopedias have been the chief 
sufferers, and he pointed out Unit this 
was tin: worst possible kind of dam- 
age, as individual volumes of encyclo- 
pedias cannot be replaced— It is 
necessary to pun base tho tvhede work. 

Undergraduate .Societies which pur- 
chase periodicals for titc use of their 
members have the same thing to re- 
port. The Arts reading room Is sup- 
plied with a very large selection* of

English Poet Is 
Heard At Forum 

Approach To Poetry Outlined 
By Young Author 



"Poetry is the only thing that docs 
not change fundamentally from age 
to age, since it represents the basic 
emotions and feelings of man" said 
Edward Davidson last night at the 
People's Forum In an address ent- 
itled "The Approach to Poetry", Mr. 
Davidson is a young English poet 
who grasps his in teles ted audience 
which sits speechless until he has 
finished talking. His literary ability 
was quickly recognized and he is al- 
ready associate editor of the "London 
Mercury" and editor of the "Wits 
Weekly" one of the most, popular of 
the Saturday review of literature. 

"People may be divided Into three 
classes with respect to poetry'' said 
Mr. Davidson, "class one would com- 
prise those who dislike poetry and 
think of it as dull and useless. The 
second c.'ass, which may be regarded 
as the opposite to the first, Is comp- 
osed of those who adore poetry, who 
thinks of nothing else but poetry and 
take It as a task or a work without 
recreation. To this class belong un- 
fortunately most of the professors In 
England and America. The third or 
Ideal class arc those who love poetry 
and enjoy It in their lecture hours 
and perhaps make use of it but never 
lot it Interfere with their everyday 
work," 

The speaker emphasized the fact 
that poetry should not be considered 
as book learning, but as somcth'ng 
living and real, since all poets were 
more Interested In life than In liter- 
ature as buvIi, The same emotions 
tuid line of thought wore found in the 
*oems of an Egyptian poet and as 
those that Kbuts described In his ode 
to n NMghl'.ngalc. Indépendant!}* and 
although three thousand years sep- 
arated them they had mad.: the same 
allusions to the same nightingale bird 
and to the sunset. 

Mr. Davidson declared thai there 
«as very little difference in the sub- 
stance of poetry and until we had 
rcn listed Mils we had not made the 
approach of poetry. The lecturer's 
dullest schoolmate in England was 
I lie only one there, who was really 
interested in the things relating to 
poetry, as ho spent It s leisure mo- 
ments ,-iflelil amidst nature. 

"It is not necessary lo be a great 
reader lo appreciate good poetry, nol- 
le buy all the latest- editions of poems 
or good books, since it is only neces- 
sary hear something relating lo our 
desires and feelings or to our past 
experiences. Of course there are cer- 
tain realms that arc moro suited to 
poetry than others. Some say that 
scientists cannot appreciate poetry. 
Sir Honald Ross after an Important 
discovery which was to benefit the 
whole mankind composed a poem

Racey And Bergithon Read 
Papers

Members Join In Discussion 
of Questions Brought 
Up In Lectures

Speaking before the League of Na- 
tions Club last evening, Allan Racey 
and Carl Bergithon read papers on 
"Russia and Her Foreign Policy". 
Racey spoke from a conservative 
standpoint, while Bergithon adopted a 
somewhat more l'beral view. Fourteen 
members of the club, together with 
their guests formed the audience. 
After the delivery of the papers the 
subjects brought up were debated by 
the club, all taking an active part in 
lite discussion. 

Racey began his paper with a gene- 
ral outline, or the foreign policy o." 
Soviet Russia. "There is," he said, 
"a general feeling in this country that 
Communistic agenls are concerned 
or.ly with Europe and Asia. As a 
matter of foot the truth is found in a 
direct contradiction of this state- 
ment. An unofficial description of her 
government as given by responsible 
offlo'als shows her foreign policy to 
be as follows: — 

Mohammedan Africa and Asia form 
four distinct political groups. All 
those groups are struggling to free 
themselves politically and economi- 
cally from European and American 
domination. .One of them, the Japa- 
nese Empire has already accomplish- 
ed this within her own territories and 
is now engaged in establishing her- 
self In continental Asia. The second 
group consists of Empire's colonial 
dependencies which do not yet know 
what they want. The third d'vlslon 
Is china, a country which Is rapidly 
approaching political selfconscious: 
uess ami which will soon bo able to 
throw off completely foreign domina- 
tion. In this rrsprc- the furthest ad- 
vanced arc the Mohammedan count- 
ries, reaching from Morocco right 
across lo Afghanistan. The histori- 
cal development of these countries is 
simple and logical, beginning with the 
Young Turk Movement and gradu- 
ally manifesting itself as Pau-Islam- 
Isni.

"Unemployment," was the topic of 
the Columbus Forum yesterday after- 
noon, wit'.i Tom Moore, Esq.. Presi- 
dent of lit» Trade and Labor Congress 
of Canada, as the speaker. Mr. Moore 
discussed his subject with reference 
to Internationalism, the tariff. Immi- 
gration, emmigratlon, natural resour- 
ces, climate, and machinery. Point- 
ing out that unemployment Is an ab- 
normal condition, to be treated as 
such, he offered some remedies, stres- 
sing the organisation of local relief In 
times of Intense unemployment, pub- 
lic works to alleviate trade depression 
and removal of the fear of unemploy- 
ment by moans of unemployment in- 
surance. 

"Unemployment.'" asserted Mr. 
Moore. "Is a grave social question and 
should be dealt with consistently. It 
is often ignored and quick solution at- 
tempted at the time of a crisis. This 
is wrong because It Is not a normal 
condition at any time." The speaker 
continued by discussing the ramifi- 
cations of the problem. The first of 
these was tho International aspect. 
"We are dependant for employment on 
tiie economic conditions of other 
countries, so anything that can be 
done by one country to help the 
standard of living In another will re- 
flect well. 

"The tariff," said Mr. Moore. "Re- 
serves to one country work otherwise 
denied It. For instance, the quota 
laws of the United States would ruin 
many labourers It their trade were to 
close down." With reference to Immi- 
gration, tho speaker pointed out that 
numbers do not mean prosperity. There 
has to be work that they can bo pro- 
fitably put at. Migration unless pro- 
perly handled can be very dangerous. 

Thero was an idea that tho posses- 
sion of natural resources equaled 
prosperity. Mr. Mooro laid tho idea 
a.t rest by tho summing up of the sit- 
uation that has arisen in the last few 
months in the pulp and paper In- 
dustry. "The government,' ' he said, 
"lias a real duty hero regarding the 
control of output to protect commun- 
ities In this industry. And climate—. 
Why not spend a littlo money trans- 
porting farmers to tho lumber camps 
Instead of seeking so much seasonable 
labor outside Canada? It was foolish

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A CONTEMPTIBLE PRACTICE 

It is doubtful whether there is anything in 
the life of this- University more completely cal- 
culated to disgust any right-thinking person 
than the practise of mutilating valuable books 
in the University libraries, referred to else- 
where in this issue. No person, let alone a 
University student who is at least supposed to 
possess a certain amount of decency and honour 
even if he be gifted with but a few brains, ought 
to be guilty of such a contemptible action, and 
we hope that if the authorities discover any of 
the offenders, they will prosecute them to the 
fullest e:;tent of the law, and expel them pub- 
licly from the University. 

This mutilation of books belonging to the 
University is an offence punishable by law, and 
in some of the big public libraries there are po- 
licemen whose special duty it is to watch people 
using books, and to examine every book carried 
by a person leaving the library. In such an in- 
stitution as a University, of which all 
students are members and which main- 
tains a private library for the use of 
those members, it is not legal compulsion 
but a common sense of decency which ought to 
Remove such acts of vandalism far from the 
thoughts of those using the books, provided. It 
is regrettable that we have at McGill some ex- 
amples of the lowest stratum of humanity mas- 
querading under false colours, and being allow- 
ed to keep company and share privileges with 
people who have some ideas of decent conduct 
when handling property which is intended to be 
for the use of all. 

Entirely apart from the mere idea of 
mutilating property, there is another consider- 
ation which should be taken into account by 
these vandals. Volumes of encyclopedias, can- 
not be replaced. Thus, when a single volume 
is multilated, the damage is permanent and ir- 
reparable. We are inclined to think, however, 
that anyone who would mutilate a book belong- 
ing to the library in the first place, would be 
impervious to such consideration. Neither the 
practical nor the moral arguments would ap- 
peal to him, and we can only hope that if any 
of the offenders are caught the authorities will 
use, in dealing with them, the only language 
and methods that their type can understand. 



EXAMINATIONS — AND MODERN 
EDUCATION 

Many forms of examinations have been 
used at McGill during the past few terms, and 
the students have often wondered just what was 
the big idea. Yet it seems that our professors 
have been trying to improve their methods, and 
to give their students a type of examination that 
would more fairly measure ability' and their 
progress. 

According to latest educational experi- 
ments, there are examinations — and examina- 
tions. The following paragraph from a recent 
book by Peter Sandiford, Professor of Educa- 
tional Psychology at the University of Toron- 
to, is significant: 

"In the Enrich Department of the Univer»ity of 
Toronto the oome subject was set '.or an essay in 
different years. An ecsay which had seeursd a mark 
of 80 in one year was ccpicd by a student in another 
year and handed in as his work The mark given to 
it the second time was 39." 

Professor Sandiford adds numerous other 
cases of similar complexion. In the Ontario 
matriculation examinations a certain Physics 
paper was passed around and marked by various 
examiners. The marks ranged from 50 to 70, 
where 60 was required for a pass grade. In a 
similar experiment, in an American university 
tljrce papers in American History were graded 
from 70 to 100. 45 to 90, and 25 to 85 respect- 
ively. 

The same educationalist, however, believes 
that examinations are valuable, both as incen- 
tives to study and as measures of achievement, 
and also as training in written composition. 
But he insists that no examination which de- 
pends upon the subjective judgment or opinion 
of the examiner can be a true measure of either 
ability or progress. Even the questions asked, 
he thinks, often depend too great an extent on 
the personal bias of the teacher. 

Another great fault of the ordinary exami- 
nation is the fact that it usually includes a very 
limited portion of the work covered in the 
course. It is as if one were to grade a carload 
of grain by taking samples from the top and 
•bottom of the car. The sampling is too limited 
and obviously unfair. The result is that some- 
times the test "fits" the poor students and some 
times it "flunks" the good one. The evil of 
"spotting" questions here finds its origin. 

Eut educationalists are not pessimistic. 
They believe they are now developing a type 
of examination which will not only give a fairer 
sampling of the material in the course, but will 
also be a more objective and reliable means of 
measurement. To do this they are getting rid 
of the idea that a 100% means perfection, and 
that the definite pass mark is a law which al- 
tereth not. "It alters from hour to hour," says 
Sandiford, "and does not mean the same thing 
before lunch as after lunch." 

So, ii" some day we walk into an examination 




HALLELUJAH! 



We arc taught to hang on the words of a rich man as 
on the epigrams of Christ. Even the lesser of the Higher 
Truths winch issue from the flatulent but holy lips of our 
captains of industry arc gratuitously absorbed by the daily 
press and quoted for the benefit of the myriads whose op- 
inions it so deftly moulds.

When Mr. Henry Ford, for example— an exponent of 
folk-dances and aptcrnalism— nods sagely and declares that 
all successful men as boys spent every available cent imp- 
roving themselves— adding by way of an oracular after- 
thought the comment that "young men will never get any- 
where without work and I never knew a young man 

who was worth five cents who wouldn't work " there 

arc editorials in many dailies, and Mr. Ford's deific wis- 
dom is echoed at breakfast tables and hmchcountcrs, in 
street cars, board rooms, salons and saloons. 

Now the American nation (whose genius wc respect) 
must have its' comedy; and the Cuban, Nicaragua!! and 
Phillipino must, as an interlude between the vociferations 
of their grievances, have something to chuckle over, but it 
is unjust that wc in this fàr-flung parish of the British 
Empire should be compelled to swallow the unelegantly- 
phrascd dicta of the solemn, unimaginative wizards of 
finance and sophistry. Wc protest that it is unfair. With 
more honesty than discretion wc hasten to point out that 
while this country is already swamped with our wealthy 
neighbour's produce and plcasantcr vices ; his ideas of sclf- 
cxccllcirc on the day-aftcr-tomorrow; his currtjnt vernac- 
ular and moving pictures ; there is no reason at all for us 
to thrill over his milder platitudes. Wc assert the natal 
prerogative to make our own. 

Wc may say in conclusion that in the long run the 
lamentable trick of identifying success with a fat bank 
wallet, need not, after the initial annoyance, unduly disturb 
the ego of potential genius. The fame of Croesus is but 
perfunctory and transient. Never shall he bask in the rose- 
ate glow of immortality. Wc weep for him, but he alas! 
knows not and neither does he care. To end with a grace- 
ful and consoling thought— even the fame of the least 
stodgy of the better-known Canadian poets shall be more 
lasting than his. Which, wc think, should contort with 
plangent and health-giving spasms of laughter those much- 
abused but de5erving peoples— the Cubans, the NicaragLans 
and the Phillipinos.

CONCERNING PROVERBS 

As a popular sport for Winter evenings, now thai 
football has departed and suicide is passe, wc sht>v-- i:r"i><'fc 
that of analysing popular proverbs; which sounds prosaic, 
and for whose palpable prosaicness wc offer no apologies. 
The more frivolous of our readers now having deserted us, 
wc shall press on, and let the faithful benefit. 

Popular proverbs, which for the most part were appli- 
ed to particulars and have been misinterpreted into general- 
izations, seldom stand true in the light of reason. Many of 
them arc but meretricious fallacies. Tracing them to their 
logical conclusion is good wholesome fun, and may be 
recommended to the very young as well as to the very old. 
Even French proverbs, when taken in small doses, seldom 
prove harmful. 

Lei us give an example. One of the most popularly 
misquoted of all proverbs is that of Bums' : 

"O wad some Power the giftic gie us, 
To see ourscls as ithers sec us!" 

Following this through to its extreme, it would be quite 
possible to show that, should such a gift be bestowed, mail 
would eventually disappear from the planet. 

Whether or not Burlis wrote this while enjoying one of 
his lamentable but customary Sunday morning comas it is 
hard to say, but probably he did not, and only failed to 
reason out the consequence of the desired "giftic". What 
he really meant was: 

"O wad some Power the giftie gie him 
To sec himself as ithers see him", 
the remark being directed not unreasonably to one of his 
choia enemies; which shows the advantage of keeping on 
the good side of poets. In this sense little fault can be 
found with the lines. But when applied as an universal need, 
as they usually arc applied, the consequences are terrific. 

At the present day the church is havinng a hard time 
pumping hopes of Gchcnnah into its increasingly recalcit- 
rant adherents. Really it is not the teachings of the church 
at all which keep their faith alive. It is man's own ego and 
faith in himself. If each member of the congregation saw 
himself in the eyes of the other members of the congrega- 
tion he would see himself as only one of a crowd, whose 
fate did not particularly concern him. So for a start the 
church would disappear which would be very regrettable 
and not at all to be desired. It may be likewise proven that 
all colleges, clubs, societies, organizations etc. would also 
disappear, which would be more regrettable still. 

The truth is that each individual, realizing his own in- 
significance, has built up • financial picture of his import- 
ance. He refuses to accept a universal scale of values, 
which is very disheartening, and creates a smaller scale in 
which he plays an indispensable part. Tthus each individual 
is, to himself, a person of considerable import, ill whose 
welfare he is particularly interested. Finally he comes to 
the aimiable conclusion that one of his manifest excellence 
could not in any circumstances be allowed to perish, and so 
must be immortal in soul at least. 

To others, however, his immortality and place in the 
universe arc matters of minor importance. Being obtuse 
fellows they fail to perceive his infinite virtues. In fact 
they don't care whether his soul rises on stepping stones to 
higher things or not. Possibly the idea would strike them 
as ludicrous. 

Now if each individual saw himself in this light— that 
is as "ithers" sec him— it is obvious that he would lose 
all self-respect, faith, ego, hope and individuality. He would 
either pine away and die, or else cuter upon a career of 
reckless viciousncss. Applied universally the consequences of 
the "gift" and would be, as we have said, somewhat terrific

Russian Foreign 0 
Policy Strong 
On Propaganda

tlon to say that Itussla hns started 
all these movements, hut it can safely 
bo snld that she has fostered thorn, 
we know that the bolshevlsts Imagine 
that tho capitalists regime in 13uropo 
ind In America will 'be overthrown 
by a movement starting In Asia and 
Africa. According to Ibis theory the 
great Industrial states will first loso 
their colonics and bo'ng thus depriv- 
ed of markets will ho unable to find 
employment tor their workers. Tho 
latter In their distress will revolt and 
overthrow thct. - capitalistic govevn 
mcnts. It Is plainly an extremely fu- 
turistic theory but It Is upon such a 
theory that Russia bases her ontlro 
foreign policy. 

"There lias been a tremendous 
amount of agitation In the Fur- East 
and most ot tkeso agitations are tho 
direct result of Russian agitation. 

"Moscow's relations with Afghani- 
stan arc, on the whole friendly. Rus- 
sia's diplomacy has succeeded In dis- 
pelling tho early suspicion of Ibis 
country and In transferring It to 
Great Drituln. 

"Rut thc-cardlnal point In Russia'.'; 
foreign policy lies in China. There 
too a powerful notionalists move- 
ment has arisen and Moscow has fos- 
tered it. Although nothing Is known 
of a formal agreement between the 
Chinese leaders and tho Husslaii gov- 
ernment it Is known that a very 
friendly feeling exists. All Moscow's 
attention is now turned to giving tho 
Fnr-Kast moral support in Us strug- 
gle for autonomy. Itussla has tried 
to make it clear that sho hns noth- 
ing hut friendship for .Japan. 

"1 have outlined, how Iho Soviet 
government looks forward to a time 
when labour will arien in rovolt and 
overthrow its governments l/ecauso 
of the loss of work duo to the loss of 
colonies. Rut I would like to aslt n.y 
opponent how the overthrow of ,tha 
capitalists will eventually provide 
employment for the workers. 

Communism Unsuccessful 
"Moreover I do not believe that 
Soviet Russia and Asia are attracted 
to each other by the similarity of their 
political and economic theories. Com- 
munism can never gain much bold In 
Asia and the proof of this is seen In 
the fact that a grniluale of tho Mos- 
cow propaganda on going back to 
China almost always drops com- 
munism and joins the nationalist 
movement . 

"An Irrepressible conflict l>ct\ve,:n 
Europe and Asia is a myth. The Iden- 
tification of Russia with Asia is also 
a myth. Hut. the Soviet government 
is full of suspicion. It Imagines that 
dangers threaten It from every side. 
It distrusts everything. Hut if any- 
thing should happen to throw Russia 
into Iho arms of Asia, and to create, 
an Asiatic Locarno, then wo may 
havo cause for serious concern. 

Distrust is Iho outstanding fentoro 
of Russia's policy towards Europe. 
No sooner wn 8 I he tocarno Treaty 
signed than it began to l»c whlspsrctl 
that Russia's cntranco would con-, 
stltuto a long stop toward permanent 
peace. At onco Itussla declared thai 
co-operation with the League was 
impossible for an honest communis- 
tic state. 

"In relation to Russia's part in the 
redout Urillsh general r'r'ko all pre- 
lenco has been stripped from the u - 
surd contention of tho Soviet govern- 
ment that they have not broken tho.'r 
international relations with England, 
and are not respona'blo for the re 
tnlttanco of money for Iho promotion 
of revolt In that country. Slmlla- ac- 
tions on tho pari of Russia lu 1914 
would havo been tantamount lo a dec- 
laration ot war. 

"In closing h i mi: lirgp each ono of 
you to forbear from voruuUy augment- 
ing the power of tho Soviet govern- 



ment. Trobably this state is nearer 
bankruptcy and ruin than any other 
country in the world today, VVhat we 
should do is to raise a barrier against 
Soviet InMguo and sedition." 

Carl Rcrglthon, giving a paper on 
the opposite nsects ot the' same ques- 
tion, was the next soaker; In open- 
ing, Ucrgithon gave a definition ot 
•foreign policy'. 

"Foreign policy Is only a projec- 
tion or domestic policy and clearly 
has a close relation to tho form of 
political and social organ'r.atlon ot 
the nation, and to its institutions gen- 
erally. Every govsrnment strives to 
establish with others tho sorl of re- 
lations most favourable to tlu 
strengthening of its own Industries. 
Four Objectives 

"Going back to the Czarlst regime 
wo may list the social nnd political 
organization of Russia In several cato- 
gories First, there was a class of aris- 
tocracy owning the land and exploit- 
ing tho peasants, who formed four- 
f.ftbs of the population. Second, a 
capitalist class weaker, because of the 
feudal ownership ot the land, but 
most rapacious In tho exploiting ot 
Iho workers. Third, the vast, ma- 
jority ot workers and fanners who 
formed the real backbone of old 
Russia. 

"Rakovsky says that tho bolshovlsta 
havo succeeded because they have 
pursued four objectives. These aro 
tho solution of the agralrian problem, 
tho labour problem, tho nationality 
problem und a policy of peaco In con- 
trast to that of tho Czarist regime. 

"Tho desiro ot the Sovicty to avoid 
entanglements of all kinds should ex- 
plain their refusal to enter the Lea- 
gue ot Nations and their antagonism 
lo collective agreements, lacking a 
definite purpose. "The only one o'f 
her neighbours with whom Soviet 
Russia is not on good terms is Ron- 
mania. Tho dispute of these countries 
is traceablo to tho annexation of 
Ucss-Avabia by Roumanin, a thins 
which Russia protests and on which 
sho demands a plebiscite. 

"What is called propaganda. Is of- 
ten used as an argument against tho 
re-establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Russia. Rut the Soviet 
Russia should not be confused with tho 
third Internationale. It cannot i>c 
supposed that America will maintain 
a policy less liberal towards Russia 
than Russia maintained towards 
America, during a long period, de- 
spite the fact that it was identified 
with the republican Idea which Czar- 
dom abhorred. Relations between re- 
publics and states should be bas?d 
not on social theory but on individua- 
lity of political and economic inter- 
ests." 



English Poet Is 

Heard At Forum

which began thus: 'This day Almigh- 
ty God has put within my band a 
wonderous thing'. The same essential 
emotion Is in this man's heart as that 
In the mind of a wandering poet who 
has foiuid a new flower, long before 
the laws of science were known. 

"Shakespeare, JJantc. Milton, Keats, 
Sbe'ley. and Miss Carmen aro all 
Interested in the sanio theme of life, 
though their styles and their- verse 
may bo different. Wiping away all 
this superficial structure of poetry 
their fundamental ideas are the same. 

•Tho oldest poetry which has cu- 
ltured tins longest and which is most 
appreciated was written by people 
who could neither read nor write. The 
folk songs, epic pooius and ballads 
are examples of this. The reason they 
aro still appreciated Is us I have be- 
fore mentioned that the fundament- 
als of poetry remain the same. 

"All the finest poems have their 
parallel in the works of some other 
author and In the experience and life 
of every man or woman, or else the 
masterpiece would huvo never atta'n- 
ed Its grandeur. Good poetry, 1 rep- 
eat means much to people who havo 
never opened a book us to those who 
have studied all their lives. 

Poetry isn't essentially for tho Int- 
ellectual, but for everybody even 
those who are 1 might suy, ignorant. 

All peoplo tho speaker went on to 
show would not necessarily accord- 
lug to bis reasoning admire tho sapic 
poet, but there is somo ono poet who 
can please Iho boxer, another the 
rower and another tho sclcnt'st. At 
the bottom of it all lies the same feel- 
ing peculiar to humans. 1'obtry Is 
sometimes comical sometimes sorioua 
Just like man himself who Is eternal- 
ly comic because bo walks on two 
legs and tragic because he dies. 

"Tho differences of succeeding 
generations Is only superficial. A 
man lost today In Hudson bay would 
cxporloneo tho samo emotions and 
feelings as Hudson did three contur- 
los ago. Wo only recall there fcoMngs 
of people gone by when wo are put 
In the same positions. Homer himself 
wrote of aimplo 111' tiffs, thus the 
greatest epic poem is Just as ap- 
plicable In Its essential details to our 
modem life. Poets all treat tho g-eal 
things of our Hvob, biith and death 
and on spring. 

"The real thing \Vo ge| nut of 
poetry Is not the literature, but the 
feeling or reflcx'on, whkh cprnrivphc- 
éd simply with folk songs and cul- 
minated with Shakespeare."

bor was right here. Tho. development 
of a slate employment agency would 
help." 

While attempting to«Iodgo dogmat- 
ism, l lie speaker offered a few sug- 
gestions '.or the remedy of unemploy- 
ment which ho believed to lie con- 
structive, Klrsl was the organisation 
of local relief in time or intense un- 
employment, "II Is loo easy," he said, 
"To ruin moral fibre by giving chari- 
ly. Avoid the taint of It In relict 
work," This is further accomplished 
by pushing public works in time of 
trade depressions, with the conserva- 
tion of funds Cor this purpose during 
good times. 

Another suggestion was the raising 
of standards and the shortening of 
working hours to meet the advent of 
machinery. This, of course, gives a 
wider purchasing power and works 
Indirectly to-tlio advantage of the. 
producer. Mr. Moore illustrated two 
conditions which were in need of at- 
tention. One was. tho community 
bofteting which caused many lo 
spend money on transportation which 
they coiild ill afford, the other was 
the private employment agency, 
which often desired a quick labor 
turnover for purposes of commission. 

The lust recommendation 'was un- 
employment insurance, which would 
help remove tiic fear of unemploy- 
ment, insidious cause of decreased 
money turnover magnifying any 
slight commercial laxity. Mr. Moore 
left tiie suggestion Hint legislatures, 
federal, provincial, and local, all have 
definite duties with regard to the 
problem.

Can Be Run On A 
Democratic Plan 

(Continued from page one), 
such a dcuiucratic system, so that 
others hud to lie trained by slow- 
process from the ordinary workmen. 
However In spito of this the business 
grew rapidly and is one of the most 
p»osporous of the smaller canning 
companies In the L'nilcd Slates today. 
Tills has been done by .stimulating 
the spirit ot the average workman 
and thus the company are able to 
compete against the greatest com- 
bines in the country. 

In modern science the stress Is put 
on efficiency anil speed. After a 
man leaves school to work In a fac- 
tory he gels no education. Under flic 
new system tho workman is continu- 
ally learning new tilings about tin: 
business. 

My an agroeniei:; It was decided 
that workers would get all the prof- 
Its after the limited dividends had 
been paid the shareholders. With 
these profits they could buy out tho 
common stork and become stock- 
holders themselves. The dividends 
were paid to the workers but the 
management held I ho stocks so that 
they could not be sold or pass Into 
the hands of persons outside of Hie 
company. Soon all the stock will b-- 
held by I lie company and Ihe lab ill**- 
cr will gel all the profils that have 
been earned. 

In 11122 it was decided that there- 
after nobody could bo discharged 
through business Inactivity after he 
has passed his six months apprenti- 
ceship. Xo one is employed tempora- 
rily in the business nor Is anyone 
discharged except for misconduct. 

The employees decide the length of 
the working day and of the working 
week. They began the I'lve-day week 
before Ford ever thought ot it. They 
havc complete medical' protection. 
Trained nurses and the best of med- 
ical care is given them. Their med- 
icines are bought Tor them. He hopes 
that In a fow years the families of the 
employees will be given tho same 
care as is now given them. This is 
dono because I lie company can get 
better and cheaper health protection 
than the individual. 

lie says that this is not wholesale 
charity lo the workman for which he 
gives nothing back but is founded on 
sound economical policy In which the 
company gains in the end. 

The workman's salary is paid to 
him even it lie I;, .sick. He lîàs found 
that this does not encourage laziness, 
for the ordinary employee does not 
take advantage of this aid. lie Is giv- 
en three weeks holidays each year, if 
on the executive lie get." four weeks. 

Defenders ot capitalism say that 
business will not continue unless 
technicians are highly paid or bribed 
to do their Important business. Mr. 
Htipgood says theso bight salaries 
arc what ruin all business. Ho tries 
to keep all his salaries to the maxi- 
mum of ono hundred dollars and the 
minimum ot nineteen dollars, if addi- 
tions are made it will be to the lower 
brackets first and the upper brackets 
laier. Pay is given In accordance to 
need and not to power. The minimum 
for a married man or woman is 2S.50 
per week. It a single man has de- 
pendents he gels the married man's 
wage. Widows are paid In the saute 
way. Bach child under If, of age adds 
one dollar to the working man's sal- 
a ry. 

A pension plan has been in forco 
during the last few years, whereby 
old and disabled employees receive 
the same salary Hint they had re- 
ceived before they stopped working. 
There is one case ot a man refusing 
his pension because lie said lie had 
saved enough money to keep himself 
comfortably. In the end it was ar- 
ranged that he would gel $S per week. 

Mr. Hapgood said that main danger 
tn ihe business was from Ihe skilled 
workers who realised tiiat their pay 
and power was being restricted. Tho 
danger was not however very great 
lie said, Everybody cannot be satis- 
fied and if lie were to give into these 
lew, Ihe whnlo theory of the system 
would lie to no avail. It cannot re- 
main hnlt democratic and half plutu- 
iratic. Pull measures niusL bo laken. 

In the closing remarks of his speech 
lie scid I hat if any text were lo bn 
taken from the bible lo reconcilo Ibis 
system it would bo this: "I have come 
that lliey may havo lifo and have it 
more abundantly." If Industry does 
not embrace this policy It will ulti- 
mately fall in its purpose. 

At Ihe end of bis speech there fol- 
lowed a period of open questioning 
during which soveral new idea.s wco 
expounded. Ho was asked If there 
was any danger from oui side ma- 
chinations entering his employ and 
causing discord in the business. Ho 
said that there was no such danger 
Inil. that t hero was a danger from 
l.ho combination of rival companies 
in forcing hini out of the field, li : 
saw no reason why other companies 
could not exist under the same sys- 
tem as his, whether they were large 
or small. 

Socialists sided with his policy he 
said but did not havo the strength 
of their convictions to support bis 
company financially, once when ask- 
ed what wa s his relations to God In 
carrying on tho business ho replied 
that God had no place In a buslnCfiS 
that had to deal Willi hard facta.
